CALLOUS AMID 

HORRORS OF WAR 



Srewsome Sights of Battle Fail 
to Shake Nerves of 
Yanks. 



QUICKLY ADAPT THEMSELVES 



Admiration of French and British Vet- 
erans Is Aroused by Conduct of 
Americans on Bloody Bat- 
tlefields of France. 

With the American Army.— The cal- 
lousness and steady nerves of fresh 
Amerlcun troops In recent advances I 
have Rladdened the henrts of veteran' 
British and French who have observed 
them, ns well as tilled with pride their 

vn officers. 

The horror of warfare Is more ap- 
parent during an offensive when an 
army Is advancing than at any other 
time; even during a defensive action 
In a retreat. Attacking troops advance 
over the enemy's positions, dotted with 
dead and dying, then dig in and flj-ht 
among the corpses and maimed. Often 
In a counter-attack they are temporari- 
ly thrust back a few yards, and there 
dig In and fight again, this time among 
the bodies of their own fallen com- 
rades. 

When their advance becomes deeper 
and the enemy's retreat more general, 
as In Von Boehm's retirement from the 
Marne to the Vesie, the terrain be- 
comes even more ghastly. A wide helt 
of country is littered with dead men 
and dead horses. The advancing army, 
eager to maintain contact with the 
enemy at all times, has no time to 
bury or burn these corpses, respec- 
tively. The supporting troops follow- 
ing up the advance guards must live 
and eat ambng these grewsome sights. 
Never Feased Them. 
Fresh, untried Americans, who had 
it seen the f rightfulness of war, al- 
though they had been trained In Its 
artifice and had been In the line In 
quiet sectors, traversed the ghastly 
conntry like veterans, never turning 
a hair at the sight of dead, friends 
foes, even when they came upon 
such sights as Reddy fam, Bellevae 
farm. Clerges, Serlnges et Nesles and 
Sergy. 

In these places, particularly the 
first two mentioned, the bodies of the 
Prussian Guardsmen were literally 
lying In heaps, for^hesejilcked troor 
hail been told to maintain then, 
strong point positions until death, and] 
In most cases they followed orders. { 

The dead were In the distorted posi- 
tions that Indicated how the end had 
come to them. Those killed In ma- 
chine-gun pits were smashed to bits, 
the effect of hand grenades and bombs 
which American advance guards had 
tossed In among thein after working 
round their flanks and getting In be- 
hind them. 

Occasionally one saw German snip- 
ers or machine gunners sprawled flat 



on the xround at the foot of a tree 
after they had been shot out of their 
camouflaged positions among Its foli- 
ape. The most sickening sights were 
where bodies of the enemy had at- 
tempted to mnke stands In ditches or 
beside sunken roads nnd hnd been 
trapped by American enfilade machine- 
gun lire. The deadly automotlc rllles 
hud ripped through whole lines of 
OemmtiH, and investigation frequently 
showed that every man's body was 
pierced by seven or eight bullets and 
that frequently the same bullet passed 
through three or four men. These 
corpses looked like heaps of rags or 
discarded uniforms and equipment, so 
closely did they overlap one another. 
No Trace of Nervousness. 

But, despite all, the Americans 
marched forward, stopped three or 
four times a day for meals, nnd then 
uiade camp, and siept nt night amid 
the horrible surroundings without ever 
doing more than showing a surprising 
prelimlimry interest In the matter. If 
they saw a corpse in khaki they looked 
It over closely to see If they knew who 
It was. .Only occasionally did they 
have time to inter it; thot was left to 
the burying parties that followed them 
up. As they wnlked through woods 
aod fields to get water or supplies, they 
Implanted rifles, bayonets down, In the 
ground to mark the spot of every dead 
American they discovered. 

But there was no trace of nervous- 
ness and no evidence of any of the 
men worrying or brooding over the 
fate of their fallen comrades. The 
corpses were entirely Impersonal to 
them and never rattled even the new- 
est recruit. 

The doughboys showed no back- 
wardness about appropriating Luger 
automatic pistols, the most prized 
souvenir to be had, from dead Boches, 
nor did they hesitate to pluck off weii- 
camouflaged helmets from the pates of 
Hun cadavers. 



HUN SELLS SUPPLIES SEIZED 



French Forced by Germans to Pay In 
Coin for Rations They 
Once Owned. 

With the American Troops in 
Fruncp. — Renewed evidence of German 
ruthlessness In dealing with the civil- 
ian population of invaded territories 
Is contained in n captured army order. 
It prescribes the treatment and the 
procedure to be followed In a section 
sonlh of the Vesle river (Marne sali- 
ent). 

All the Inhabitants capable of work- 
ing, the order says, must be used for 
the needs of the army, regardless of 
their age. Their "salaries" ore to be 
pnld In paper currency at the rate of 
50 cents a day as the maximum for 
men ; 40 cents for men and women be- 
tween the ages of seventeen and twen- 
ty; and 30 cents for boys from fifteen 
to seventeen. 

The inhabitants, however, must pay 
In French gold or sliver for their ra- 
tions. Tiie supplies, of coarse, were 
taken from Ihe population before be- 
ing sold back to them. 



HARD DAYS FOR THE CROOKS 



New Draft Law Makes It Easy to 
Hunt Down Criminals. 

Cleveland. — It's getting harder every 
day for an honest crook to get by. Po- 
lice here are not satisfied to hunt 
crooks in the regular way, but are go- 
ing out of their line to look them up, 
according to the plaints of the under- 
world. It Isn't enough to make them 
give up their easy life, earned at the 
expense of the city, to register and go 
to war, but now the local police are go- 
ing to get a lot more of them by means 
of registration cards for the draft. 

Many of the robbers and other crim- 
inals have escaped detection through 
a series of aliases, but with their reg- 
istration under the eighteen to forty- 
five call tiiey had to make known their 
right names, and police assert that It 
will be "easy picking" now to gather 
In a number of men who have been 
wanted for some time.

"As soon as the infantry makes a 
push you have to get a telephone line 
strung Into the farthest ruins or woods 
or wheat field, no matter how many 
German shells are spattering madly 
over the area. 

Then, about the time yon get a wire 
stretched along the ground and in 
working order, call up headquarters to 
tell them, "This Is the new post at 
Squeedunk ; give us a ring to see how 
she works," along comes another Boche 
shell and cuts the communication. 

There's nothing to do but go out and 
find the cut and fix it, ond probably 
more Boche shells are trying to make 
more cuts In communication, or even 
cut you off. 

The signal corps had wires every- 
where, in bushes, along the ground, on 
poles left by the Boches. underground, 
through ruins. Headquarters soy they 
never had such quick service, and they 
were never out of communication with 
regiments longer than the few minutes 
I It took a slgnnl corps man to Inspect 
the wires and repair a break. 

A signal corps man wos stringing 
some wires across a wheat field. "Some 
war this," he said. "I haven't had a 
sleep for more than two days. I sup- 
pose I'd fall asleep on the Job If It 
weren't for these shells that come 
whistling along. Duck. There comes 
one !" 

After It exploded he said. "They kind 
of sen red me nt first.

FROM TWO POUNDS TO THREE

People of New Hampshire are now 
able to buy sugar at the rate of three 
pounds per person per month Instead 
of two pounds as heretofore. The 
change went Into effect Friday, No- 
vember 1st and not only Is there an In- 
creased allowance, but a householder 
may now purchaso a month's supply 
at a time. 

Food Administrator Spanlding In 
speaking of the change says "That 
the increased ration Is due largely to 
the splendid conservation efforts of 
the American people and the citizen- 
of New Hampshire have taken a splen- 
did part In this saving. Other rea- 
sons leading to the increased ration 
are the rapid manufacture of the new 
crop of beet sugar in the west, the 
eplendld crop of the Louisiana cane 
sugar Tn the south, freer railroad 
transportation facilities and the Cu- 
ban crop which promises enlarged sup- 
plies."

Chicago, successor to Doctor Stevens, 
assistant surgeon, owes his liberty to 
the fact that Doctor Stevens Is a prls- 
>ner. 

It Is one of those weird romances 
of the sea and war. 

Word was flashed to the bombing 
/ase one afteraoon that a seaplane 
was down on the surface of the water 
ibout thirty miles off tbe coast. A 
fast motor boat, ready for such emer- 
gencies, was sent out. A surgeon al- 
ways accompanies such expeditions. 
Doctor Dooley In ordlaary circumstan- 
ces would have gone. But Doctor Stev- 
ens was just retiring from the post 
• nd he thought the trip might do him 
food. 

I think 1*11 go." be said to Doctor 
Dooley. "It will lx» my Inst trip and 
the journey will be somethlag of a re- 
lief." 

He jumped Into the boat and was 
off. There were six others aboard. 
They reached the stranded seaplane In 
k little under two hours. The flyer's 
men had got her Into condition again 
tad were just ready to start off. They 
left the motor boat and landed back at 
the base In good time. 

Shelled by Germans. 

It was dark. The surgeon, seeing 
what he thought were lights of a town 
near the base, headed the motor boat 
In what he supposed the correct direc- 
tion. They surged through the light 
seas for an hbur or more. They ap- 
proached close to the supposed home 
lights, when suddenly the scream of 
a shell was heard coming straight at 
them. It exploded directly In the back 
of the boat. A second shell dropped 
about two hundred yards In front 

"The Gerranas are shelling us," call- 
ed one of the men. 

"Where are we?" asked the skipper. 

They were under German guns. The 
lights they thought their base lights 
had been far off. They had been steer- 
ing straight toward German-held 
ground. 

"Jump Into the water!" commanded 
the surgeon. 

The men went overboard. Half a 
minute later a shell struck in the cen- 
ter of the boat. Jt blew a great hole 
In her nnd sank her. 

A strong curreat waa running up 
the shore. Doctor Steven* and one oth- 
pr mun, being strong swimmers, head- 
ed for the nearest point of land. They 
reached the bench. They were drag- 
ging themselves through the surf and 
had just reached the shallow water 
when a sqnnd of German soldiers 
marched down the sands with drawn 
bayonets and commanded : 

"Surrender! You are on German 
territory!" 

Doctor Stevens and his companion 
surrendered. 

Meanwhile the other five men were 
trying to make land. Two of them 
headed down with the curreut look 
Ing for any chance to make land. 
One of this trio was drowned. The 



other two got to land and were cap- 
tured by the Germans. The two men 
wbo were left swimming In the current 
were In a weukened condition wben two 
British officers ashore made them out 
Tbe Britons jumped Into the surf, 
swam out and dragged the men ashore. 

They ran to a telephone nnd called 
the bombing base. 

"We have two of your men suffer- 1 
lng from exposure and exhaustion. 
Their boat was sunk by Germans and 
two of the men taken prisoner," said 
the voice. 

Germans Raid Ba»e. 

Maurice M. Moore of Washington. D. 
C, jumped Into the camp jitney and 
started for the place where the res- 
cued men were. He had tp drive over 
exposed roads, but he made the up- 
journey safely, his car loaded with 
blankets. He took the men aboard 
and started home. Suddenly shells 
began explpdlng In front of him and 
bnck of him. But through the canopy 
of bursting shells the little jitney made 
speed safely for more than five miles, 
getting In without even a scratch.

YANKEE NURSES 
SHOW METTLE 



London. — America has poured a 
veritable army of her womanhood Into 
war-torn Europe. To date over 12.000 
American nurses have been sent over. 
Wltbln the year there will be right 
here on the ground more than 24,000 
of these American ".girls behind the 
men behind the guns." 

This Is the estimate of Miss Carrie 
M. Hall of Boston, head of all Ameri- 
can Red Cross nurses In Great Britain. 

Of the 12,000 now here, between 
000 and 700 are working In Great Brit- 
ain In the dozen or more American 
hospitals that have sprung Into being 
within the post six months. The re- 
malader are stnfllag hospitals behind 
the lines In France. 

With the arrival of American sol- 
diers nt Vladivostok came a coatlo- 
K*nt of nurses from the American Bed 
Cross unit at Toklo, Japan. As hos- 
tilities and American casualties begin 
there more United States army regu- 
lar nurses probubly will be sent to 
Russia. 

AH Highly Trained. 

AH women sent over so fur are high- 
ly trained graduute nurses, bacteriolo- 
gists, dietitians and college trained 
hygiene experts. The war department 
In Washington has ruled that only 
these trained women may be sent over 
for the time being, at least 

For this reason General Pe/shlng's 
recent call for 5,000 girl workers with 
the American army In Fraace will be 
filled by British lustead of American 
girls. England's women's army, the 
"Wanes" (Women's Army Auxiliary 
Corps) Is now coaductlag a nation- 
wide ' recruiting campaign bere for

Practically every troop convoy 
from the United States brings scores 
more of these women experts. From 
peace lovlag American homes that 
bave aot yet felt the grim hand of 
war these blue-clad Yankee girls, like 
their big brothers, are plunging Into 
this maelstrom of war with a deter- 
mlaatlon and efficiency that has won 
for them already the uastlnted praise 
of all the allies. 

They kaow they've got a man-sized 
Job before them, stripped of all the 
so-called glamour of war. and they're 
tackllag it la a man's way. Up In the 
field and base hospitals under shell- 
fire and valiaatly bravlag nlr raid ter- 
rors, they're "carrying on" untiringly, 
night atal day. working unceasingly to 
save th lives of our boys. 

Mini twUl^Jtno was one of tbe first 
Amerlcaa! nurses to arrive la France 
Immediately after the United States 
decided to Jump Into this job of wind- 
ing up the watch on the Rhine, was 
witness of the sterling quality of 
American womanhood In this war un- 
der fire. 

Morale Is Perfect. 

"I wss one of the first to come over 
wltb the Harvard Base hospital unit 
No sooner were we landed than we 
were attached to the British and hur- 
ried up near the first line to staff a 
little tented hospital city near Cam- 
lers. There were two other American 
field hospitals near us. 

"It was a bright moonlight night. 
Our teats were shown up like a silver 
city. At midnight the alarm souaded. 
We leaped from our beds. There was 
no panic. The hum of the Boche ma- 
chlner was plainly audible. Suddenly 
five deafening explosions told us they 
had gotten our camp. It only lasted 
I nbout flve minutes, but In that short 
time their five bombs dropped In n 
| straight liae had nenrly demolished 
our camp. 

"Teats containing American wound- 
ed were ripped to shreds, temporary 
hospital bulldlogs mowed down llko 
a pack of cards. Six soldier patients 
were killed nnd n score or more la- 
jured. The morale of the nurses and 
doctors was wonderful. Forgetting 
self, they plunged Into the work of 
rescuei 

"One girl, Eva Fannnlec of Boston 
wos on duty In one of the tents most 
badly hit. One bomb fell so near her 
<Mothlag was ripped nnd torn by bits 
of flying debris nnd pieces of sand 
lodged In the flesh of her face. Un- 
daunted, she carried on through It all, 
rushing here and there aiding wouad- 
ed aad asslstlag in the work of rescue. 
Not uatil It was ail over did she no- 
tice the state of her clothes or the bits 
of sand In her face."

Come aloag fifteen minutes later nnd 
you wonder "where In thunder they all 
came from." 

They'll be llaed up, and In front of 
each line there'll bo n field kitchen 
steaming away, with a pprsplrlag army 
cook dlHhlng out grub that makes you 
waat to "grab some tools and get In 
line" too. 

There's lot* of animation nt "chow 
Mine" among the Amerlcaas. A crowd 
of Frenchmen Is quiet while eating, 



the only time French soldiers are 
quiet They muach tbelr bread and 
meat and vegetables and drink their 
wine In silence. 

Not so with the Americans. It's a 
big time. First of all. there's specula- 
tion on "what's the chow for today." 

Then, ns they sit around on "the 
ground, on ruins, or under trefes, and 
thnt sntlsfled feeling of having eaten 
a good meal grows upon them, there's 
lots of life and joking amoag the 
doughboys. 

"Doughboy chow" Is good. Usually 
there Is soup. Then there are meat 
and vegetables, usually two kinds. 
There are always big slices of white 
hrtad and coffee. Nine times out of 
ten there's dessert probably pudding 
or fruit. 

Each man has a pan with a haadle 
that folds Into It, aad a cup. Some- 
way they get some of everything In a 
four-course meal Into these two instru- 
ments and never mix foods,
